OTARY JOB 
| IS A FARCE. 


THE LAW IN MANY CASES iS NOT) 
COMPLIED WITH. 


Judges and Lawyers Believe That 
the Statutes Reguiating the Fees 
of Notaries Should Be Amended. 
Office Has Degenerated Into a Le- 
gal Detaii—A Case in ‘Point. 


From time to time the futility of the 
law regulating the conduct of a notary 
public in his official capacity is exposed 
in the courts, and on each occasion 
there is an oatery for a change so that 
a notary may be compelied to know 
his business, or else get out. Then 
the outery dies away um the next 
or some other kind of 
lapse, brings the matter again under 
attention. 

In the city of San Francisco there 
were about séventy notaries before the 
earthquake and fire. In the city and 
county of Los Angeles there are today 
nearly 1000 notaries, all under $5000 
bonds for the due performance of cer- 
tain duties, about which the average 
notary is in absolute ignorance. 
Yesterday a business man of this 
city applied to one of the judges of the 
Superior Court to have his bond as 
notary approved. The law provides 
that when the sureties are private per- 
sons, as in this case, they shall make 
oath before an officer that they are 
worth the amount of the bond in real 
y., above all encumbrances; it 
is also a condition of the bond that the 
principal shall faithfully observe the 
law defining his duties. 

The particular bond submitted yes- 
terday failed to recite the conditions 
required by the statute; each surety 
had gone before a separate notary and 
each official, imstead of administering 
the oath and certifying accordingly.

Une of the most important duties de- 
volving u a notary reiates to deeds, 
where title to property Is passing. The 
notarial certification is one of the #afe- 
| suards that the law throws. around 
real property. With nearly 1000 no- 
taries in this city and county, with a | 
notarial seal perched on the desk, there 
is little assurance that the law for- 
bidding any one to affix the notarial 
seal but the official himself is strictly 
followed. in fact, there have been 
cases in the criminal courts where i is 
certain that the ease with which the 
notarial sea! could be obtained was a 
potent factor in the crime. 

Any one can be a notory. Every 
large office has a notary as a kind of 
office attachment. So unimportant has 
the office come to be regarded that the 
surety companies who furnish bonds 
are quoted as taking what iit- 
tle risk attaches for the sum of 
$10 for the full term of four 
years. ‘In large law offices the 
notarial attachment of the office does 
not require to know the duties per- 
taining to the office, for the office ar- 
ranges the details correctly. But there 
are many young men and women 
working as notaries who cannot tell 
the difference between a deed and a 


mortgage. 

This state of affairs has arisen be- 
cause the fees attached to the office 
are so insignificant. A number of at- 
torneys, in a spasmodic way, have agi- 
tated for an amendment to the present 
law, for the whole thing threatens to 

develop into a scandal. Section No. 706 
of the Political Code provides that 
when a notary dies, removes from 
county, resigns or is removed from of- 
fice, that the notarial seal and all the 
records of the office shall be surren- 
dered to the County Clerk. As a mat- 
ter of if a notary dies or re- 
moves—none ever resign or are re- 
moved from office—the seal and office 
effects are never inquired for. 

In such a mixed-up state of affairs, 
several attorneys and one or two 
judges 8 asked how this matter 
might be so straightened out as to give 
to the notarial seal the weight con- 
templated in law. 

There was but one reply: Make the 
fees such as will justify a man in mas- 
tering the technical requirements of 
the office, and then he will give the de- 
tails of his position the consideration 
they demand. Or else ‘imiting Bowers

IRE INSURANCE RATES. 

Manifestly absurd and dishonest 
is the attempt of a few persons, whose 
names need not here be mentioned, to 
create an impression in the public 
mind that there ia some connection 
between the increase of fire insurance 
rates and the defeat of the fire bonds 
proposition in Los Angeles at the re- 
cent bond election. In the first place, 
the increase of 25 per cent. is a hori- 
zontal increase, applying all over the 
Coast—a fact which, in itself, shows 
that conditions local to Los Angeles 
had nothing to do with it. Again, the 
proposition submitted to the voters of 
this city was for bonds to build and 
equip engine-houses in the outlying or 
suburban districts, while the advance 
in insurance rates applies only to the 
business section. Obviously, there 
would be no logic in raising insurance 
rates in the ‘business section because 
extra engine-houses were not author- 
ized in the suburban sections. 

But the verdict rendered by the vot- 
ers of Los Angeles at the late special 
election does not mean that no more 
engine-houses are to be constructed 
in the city. Not by any means. It 
was simply a decision by the voters 
that the city should not increase its 
bonded indebtedness for such purpose. 
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The advance in the rates for insur- 
ance was not referable in any way to 
local causes, but was due in chief part, 
if not wholly, to the great conflagra-
